“Bleed” Illinois 
for High Prices? 


School Board Sifis Re- 
port Other States Are 
Given Lower Rates. 


After representatives of several book 
comnenies admitted they were selling 
b at a lower price in Michigan and 

states than in Illinois, the commit- 
tee in school management of the board 
of education yesterday appointed a sub- 
committee to investigate the prices paid 
for text books. 

The members of the subcommittee are 
Ralph C. Otis, chairman; Jacob M. Loeb, 
Gertrude Howe Britton, Mrs. John Mac- 
Mahon, and Mra. Ella Flagg Young. 

The book men said they are justified in 
charging a higher price in Chicago, be- 
cause in Michigan they are given a five 
year contract for the exclusive sale of 
their books, when the books are once 
adopted by any board.

‘LET "EM FIGHT IT OUT’

Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—[Special.] 


-Again Mexico is in the throes of revolt, 
to the dismay of the people of the United 


rule meant peace. 

Although no blood has been shed, ac- 
cording to the latest reports, since Gen. 
Villa issued his proclamation of revolt 
against First Chief Carranza of the Con- 
stitutionalists, official Washington is 
wondering whether the republic is again 
to be convulsed with fighting and bri- 
gandage. 


Rivals Prepare for Fight. 

The latest official advices are that Car- 
ranza is concentrating his army at Zaca- 
tecas and Villa at Torreon, the railroad 
between those two points having been 
cut. 

Gen. Carranza, however, has informed 
the United States government that he 
will not attack Gen. Villa, but will order 
his forces to be on the defensive and re- 
sist attack. 

Secretary Daniels sald the trouble 
would not change the plane for the fleet 
in Mexican waters. He added that it 
has been the intention to keep ships at 
Vera Cruz until after the withdrawal of 
the troops and that this course would be 
followed. 

No Change in U. S. Policy. 

The president said today that the sud- 
den turn of affairs does not affect the 
policy mapped out by the administration 
in regard to Mexico. 

Unless unforeseen contingencies arise 
the American troops will be withdrawn 
from Vera Cruz and the factions will be 
left to fight it out or compose their dif- 
ferences as they see fit. Mr. Wilson as- 
serted that it never has been his policy 
to interfere in the internal affairs of 
Mexico, his clash with Huerta being re- 
garded as an incident of Mexican external 
affairs. 

Secretary Bryan exhibited no anxiety 
over the situation and after a day in 
Washington returned to his summer home 
in North Carolina for a further rest. The 
only action taken by the state department 
during the day was the dispatch of George 
C. Carothers to Chihuahua to exercise his 
personal influence with Villa in the en- 
deavor to prevent hostilities. 


Carranza for Peace. 

Carranza is manifesting a most concilia- 
tory attitude, based, according to official 
opinion here, on the fact that he cannot 
hope successfully to oppose the superior 
military power of Villa. Many admin- 
istration officials believe that Villa’s re- 
volt sounds the death knell of Carranza’s 
political career in Mexico and that the 
contest between the leaders cannot be 
prolonged. 

The situation as reported from Mexico 
City by George R. Silliman, special repre- 
sentative there of the state department, 
is serious. He confirms the press reports 
and adds the news that Carranza will as- 
sume the defensive. 

An intimate friend of Carranza here said 
today that within a week or ten days the 
first chief will bave resigned in favor of 
Iglesias Calderon, who, he asserted, is en- 
tirely satisfactory to Villa as provisional 
president. This action, says Carranza’s 
friend, will take the wind out of Villa’s 
revolt. Carranza will submit to his fate 
at the polls, and if he loses will return 
as governor of the state of Coahuila. 


Obregon a Big Factor. 

The situation depends much on the at- 
titude of Gen. Obregon. He is reported 
by Carranza to be held a prisoner by Villa, 
but it is suspected here that Obregon may 
have gone over to Villa as an ally. In 
this case the time which it is expected 
Villa will require to drive Carranza from 
power will be materially shortened. 

Carranza’s impotence in the face of 
Villa’s revolt appears to be emphasized. 
in the statements of Carranza’s agents 
here, none of which intimates that Car- 
ransa will fight Villa, the hope being ex- 
pressed that Villa will prove reasonable 
and yield to compromise.

AMERICAN FLAG INSULTED 
BY GERMAN ARMY. OFFICER? 


Drives Sword Through Colors Set 
Up by Retired Yankee Major Too 
Old to Take Revenge. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Sept. 24.—Maj. E. J. Stivera, U. 
8. A., retired, who with his nieces was 
rescued from their home at Vumoise, ir | 
the Marne country, last week, says: 

When I heard the Germans were com- 
ing and I found I had no American flag I 
painted the stars and stripes on a piece 


of wood and placed the stick in a promi- 


nent place in my garden. The Germans 
respected the emblem to the extent of not 
damaging my villa, though they made my 
niece cook for them and appropriated all 
tue food and materials except a box of 
crackers which I had in hiding. We did 
not take our clothes off for eight days. 

The Germans on leaving bade us fare- 
well in an almost friendly manner, bu 
the last officer to go drew his sword and 
drove it through my improvised flag.“ 

This last act broke the heart of the for- 
mer officer of the American army, who is 
80 years of age. He expresses regret that 
he was too old to avenge the insult to his 
country’s flag. 


MRS. POTTER PALMER IS 
BACK IN U. S. FROM EUROPE 


Four Steamships Bring In Total of 
1,388 Passengers from Transat- 
lantic Ports, 


New York, Sept. 24.—Mrs. Potter Palm- 
er of Chicago was one of the passengers 
on the steamship New York, which ar- 
rived today from Liverpool. The vessel, 
which has only second class cabins, car- 
ried 458 cabin and 223 steerage passen- 
gers. 

The New York had the largest passen- 
ger list of any of the four steamships 
from transatlantic ports which came in 
today. The other arrivals were: 

The Morgan ner Antilles, chartered 
as @ refugee ship, with 242 Americans 
from Italian ports; the Chicago, from 
Havre, with 343 passengers, and the Mag- 
dalena, from Falmouth by way of Cen- 
tral America and the West Indies, with 
122 passengers.

This fact, coupled with 
their gteat strength in heavy artillery, 
leads to the supposition that they are em-

Confident of the Result.

Dur- 
ing the day’s fighting an air craft gun 
of the Third army corps succeeded in 
bringing down a German aeroplane. 
News was received also that a body 
of French cavalry had demolished part 
of the railway to the north, cutting, at 
least temporarily, one line of communi- 
cation which is of particular importance 
to the enemy. 
German Attack Stopped. 


“On Saturday, the 19th, the bombard- 
ment was resumed by the Germans at an 


under reply from our guns. Some of their 
infantry advanced from cover, appar- 
ently with the intention of attacking, 
but on coming under fire they retired. 
Otherwise the day was uneventful, ex- 
cept for the activity of the artillery, 
which is a matter of normal routine 
rather than an event. 

“Another hostile aeroplane was 
brought down by us, and one of our avi- 
ators succeeded in dropping several 
bombs over the German line, one in- 
cendiary bomb falling with considerable 
effect on a transport park near La Fere. 

„A buried store of the enemy’s muni- 
tions of war also was found not far from 
the Aisne, ten wagonloads of live shelis 
and two wagons of cable being dug tp. 
Traces were discovered of large quanti- 
ties of stores having been burned—ail 
tending to show that as far back as the 
Aisne the German retirement was hur- 
ried. 

„There was a strong wind during the 
day, accompanied by a driving rain. This 
militated against the acrial reconndais- 
sance. 

Several German Attacks Fail. 

“On Sunday, the 20th, nothing of im- 
portance occurred until the afternoon, 
when there was a break in the clouds and 
an interval of feeble sunshine, which was 
| hardly powerful enough to warm the 

soaking troops. The Germans took ad- 
vantage of this brief spell of fine weather 
to make several attacks against different 
points. These were all repulsed with loss 
to the enemy, but the casualties incurred 
by us were by no means light. 

“In one section of our firing line the 
occupants of the trenches were under the 
impression that they heard a military 
band in the enemy's line just before the 
attack developed. It is now known that 
the German infantry started their ad- 
vance with bands playing.

My Dear Parents: Our 
corps has the task of hold- 
ing the heights south of 

Cerny in all circumstances till the Four- 
teenth corps on our left flank can grip 
the enemy’s flank. On our right are 
We are fighting with the 
English guards, Highlanders and 
Zouaves. The losses on both sides have 
been enormous. For the most part this 
is due to the too brilliant French artil- 


lery. 


The aah are marvelously 
trained in making use of ground. One 
never sees them, and one is constantly 
under fire. The French airmen perform 
wonderful feats. We cannot get rid of 
them. As soon as an airman has flown 
over us ten minutes later we get their 
shrapnel fire in our position. We have 
little artillery in our corps; without it we 
cannot get forward. 

“Three days ago our division took 
possession of these heights and dug 
itself in. Two days ago, early in the 
morning, we were attacked by immense- 
ly superior English forces—one brigade 
and two battalions—and were turned 
out of our positions. The fellows took

MACHINE GUNS KILL HUNDREDS 

At one place the victims of the deadly 
German machine guns were counted in 
hundreds, especially where the advance 
was across an open wheat field that re- 
cently had been harvested, 

Some men of a Frenchregimentwhich  - 
was making a dash toward the German 
position when it was struck by the 
sweeping fire were found dead in the 
kneeling posture they had taken behind 
sheaves of wheat and from where they 
had emptied their magazines, intending 
to siart a final rush and bayonet charge. 

After the fight 900 dead were buried 


in a single trench six feet deep, the Ger-

On the 20th Lieut, 
fname deleted] of Third signal corps, 
royal engineers, was unfortunately 
drowned while attempting to swim across 
the river with a cable in order to open up 
fresh telegraph communication on the 
north sice. 


Telephone Aid to Spies. 

“ Esplonage is still carried on by the 
enemy to a considerable extent. Recent- 
ly the suspicions of some of the French 
troops were aroused by coming across a 
farm from which the horses had been re- 
moved. After some search they discov- 
ered a telephone which was connected by 
an underground cable with the German 
lines, and the owner of the farm paid the 
penalty in the usual way in war for his 
treachery. 

“After some cases of village fighting, 
which occurred earlier in the war, it was 
reported by some of our officers that the 
Germans had attempted to approach to 
close quarters by forcing prisoners to 
march in front of them. The Germans 
have recently repeated the same trick on 
a larger scale against the French, as is 
shown by the copy of an order issued by 
the French officials. It is therein referred 
to as a ruse, but if that term can be ac- 
cepted, it is a distinctly legal ruse. 


Charges Tricks to Germans, 

“* During a rcent night attack,’ the 
order reads, ‘the Germans drove a column 
| of French prisoners in front of them. 
This action is to be brought to the notice 
of all our troops, (1) in order to put them 
on their guard againet such a dastardly 
ruse, (2) in order that every soldier may 
know how the Germans treat their pris- 
oners. Our troops must not forget that 
if they allow themselves to be taken pris- 
oners, the Germane will not fail to expose 
them to French bulleta.’ 

Further evidence has now been col- 
jected of the misuse of the white flag and 
other signs of surrender. During an ac- 
tion on the 17th, owing to this, one offi- 
cer was shot, 

During recent fighting also, German 
ambulance wagons advanced in order to 
collect the wounded. An order to cease 
fire was consequently given to our guns, 
which were firing on this particular sec- 
tion of ground. The German battery 
commanders at once took advantage of 
‘the lull in the action to climb up their 
observation ladders and on to a haystack 
to locate our guns, which soon afterwards 
came under a far more accurate fire than 
any to which they had been subjected up 
to that time. 


Fight and Use Red Cross. 

A British officer who was captured by 
the Germans and has since escaped, re- 
Ports that while a prisoner he saw men 
who had been fighting subsequently put 
on Red Cross brassards. 

That irregular use of the protection 
afforded by the Geneva convention is not 
uncommon is confirmed by the fact that 
on one occasion men in the uniform of 
combatant units have been captured 
wearing a red cross brassard, hastily 
slipped over the arm. The excuse given 
nas been that they had been detailed after 
the fight to look after the wounded. 

It is reported by a cavalry officer that 
the driver of a motor car with a machine 
Kun mounted on it, which was captured, 
was wearing a red cross. 


Refers to Reims Cathedral. 

Full details of the actual damage done 
to the cathedral) at Reims will doubtless 
have been cabled home, go that no de- 
scription of it is necessary.

Villa Note Breaks Ties. 

Villa then sent the following note to 
Carranza: 

In answer to your message I hereby 
inform you that Gen. Obregon and other 
generals of this division left last night for 
the capital with the purpose of taking up 
important matters in connection with the 
general situation of the republic. 

But in view of the course you have 
taken, which shows an avowed desire to 
place obstacies in the way of reachinga 
satisfactory arrangement of all difficul- 
ties and to hinder the obtainment of the 
peace we all so much desire, I have given 
orders for them to discontinue their trip 
and to halt at Torreon. 

** Consequently I inform you that this 
division will not take part in the conven- 
tion which you have called, and I also 
inform you that the division of the north 
no longer recognizes you as the first chief 
of the republic. You are at liberty to 
pursue any course that may please you.“ 


Dispatches Tell of Row. 

A history of events immediately pre- 
ceding the revolt from Carransa's view- 
point was contained in telegrams received 
from Mexico City today by Rafael Zu- 
baran Capmany, Carranza's representa- 
tive bere. These statements are gener- 
ally confirmed by reports to the state de- 
partment. 

The telegrams assert that Villa quar- 
reled with Obregon because the latter 
refused to order Hill’s troops out of So- 
nora unless Villa’s friend, Gov. Mayto- 
rena, was ordered to relinquish his com- 
mand of the troops in that state. Car- 
ranza declares that Villa threatened to 
shoot Obregon and that he still holds him 
prisoner with the understanding that if 
Gov. Maytorena in Sonora is opposed 
Obregon will be shot. 

The state department has received con- 
firmation of this row between Villa and 
Obregon, but its report adds that after 
this quarrel Villa and Obregon attended 
a ball together and appeared to have 
made up.”

Our spirits arose like rockets. We felt 
that those passes from Jarotsky would 
take us anywhere. 

We forged aheaé of the baggage train, 
plodded through the large town of Mor- 
lanwels, and passed the great pyramids 
that mark the coal mines of southern Bel- 
gium. Ahead of us there was consider- 
able artillery firing, but we could not 
tell where it was. 

On the day before a force of English 
cavalry had been defeated near Bray, a 
couple of miles to our right. and the coal 
mining town of Peronne, barely a mile 
away, had beem the scene of a hot fight 

n which the Dnglish lost. Must of the 
town was destroyed. 
Men Suffer from March. 

Cobd is an alert, active man, who weighs 
over 200 pounds. He was an excellent 
walker, but unfortunately he wore rub- 
tee soled shoes, which soon blistered his 


feet frightfully. As we approached the 
town of Binche, he was walking as 
though upon este, every Step an agony 
of pain. Bennett was also suffering from 
the day's walk of twenty miles and other 
members of the party were more or less 
disabled by the unusual exertion, 

A few automobiles belonging to head- 
quarters were in the Grand Place at 
Binche when our party moved slowly and 
Umpingly into it. Off to one side stood the 
best hotel of the town, Lion d'Or.“ and 
into this we made our way. 

The rooms of the:Lion D'Or being oo- 
cupied by officers, Lewis went out on a 
scouting expedition, and found that there 
were some rooms in a little café and 
restaurant farther along on the main 
street. The rooms, two of theni fairly 
good and three of them close, dark. and 
fl smelling, had the merit of not being 
too attractive; otherwise we might run 
the risk of being dispossessed by some 
tired officera The landlord was a fat 
and taikative Belgian. So far as I could 
tell, our party were the only occupants 
of the hotel 


Plan to Buy Vehicle. 
It looked as though the party could not 
proceed without a vehicle of some kind to 
carry the worst sufferers, and a vigorous 
campaign was at once begun 
The town was filling with soldiers, en- 

teering from different roads. There were 

quadrons of lancers and uhlans, long 
columns of dusty infantry, and a great 
deal of artillery. It was evident that 
they had bee noperating off to our right 
and were being hurried on to new posi- 
tions. 
The Grand place was jammed with 
huge motor vans, Red Cross cars, staf 
automobiles, and soldiers. Rivers of 
troops were flowing in from side streets

The attitude of both the officers and 
soldiers toward us was passive. Un- 
doubtedly we looked like Englishmen and 
we were constantly being watched and 
discussed, but the fact that we walked 
freely about must have convinced those 
who saw us that we had some right to be 
there. 

The talkative landlord told us of severe 
fighting that had been going on all day

Germans Push Allies Back. 

In Belgian French, which we vaguely 
understood, we gathered there had been 
a desperate fight at Buissieré, where the 
Germans forced their way across the 
Sambre, and at Hautes Wiheries, a town 
near by. The Germans were driving the 
French and English back. 
Only the day before the English cavalry 
han been here in Binche, but had left 
after staying a little while. A great bat- 
tle was going on at Maubeuge, where the 
French had aix forts and two strong 
lesser positions. 
Maubeuge was only about eighteer 
miles to the southwest and Boussois, one 
of the protecting forts, was only about ten 
miles away, across the border in France.

Plan to Go to Maubeuge. 

We decided to shape our course for 
Maubeuge, or to get as near to it as pos- 
sible. 

All during the night the troops and 
wagons rumbied past our windows. The 
German army seems never to rest very 
long. It enters a town, cooks a meal, 
rests the men and horses for a few hours, 
and then moves on.

a word the great machine starts and no 
part of it faile to perform its own par- 
ticular function with dispatch and ab- 
sence of confusion. 

On the morning of Aug. 25 our horse 
quest was resumed, at times hopefully 
and at times despairingly. All the horses 
had been commandeered or hidden. We 
could not proceed without a vehicle, as 
part of our party were unable to walk. 

With the cannon thundering only a 
few miles ahead that delay in Binche was 
one of the most disheartening ones I have 
ever experienced. 

During the day the party sat discon- 
golately in the hotel, while deputations 
consisting of Lewis, who spoke a little 
French; Hansen who spoke German, and 


ing from one stable to another in search 
of a horse. By the middle of the after 
noon we closed a deal with a Belgian 
whereby a roan mare, aged about 20, be- 
came our property upon payment of 400 
france. A little later a cart costing orig 
inally 600 francs was seoured for 800 be: 
cause the owner’s horse had died, and @ 
set of harness was bought for 78 francs. 


Recalls Bicycle Days. 

A proviso was made and signed whereby 
the horse and cart could be returned amd 
the money refunded, minus a daily rental 
of about 30 franca. Upon the advice of a 
German officer, we bought two bicycles 
for 800 francs, and I spent part of the 
afternoon learning to ride again. My; 
last bicycle riding had been done im 1897. 
A surprised and Interested collection of 
Bincheans watched me with intense in- 
terest. 

Im the afternoon a handsome young 
German officer, Count N., called to eee 
how we were getting on. He had been 
out with a troap of scouts, and had not 
had his clothes off for three weeks. His 
cavairy troop had been in a number of 
engagements. 

Upon one occasion, he said, a force of 
170 English cavalry had met his squad 
of fifteen scouts. The latter opened fire, 
and the English, after firing one volley, 
retreated. 

The count's opinion of Engilsh valor 
was low. He referred to the English 
contemptuously as men who would not 
stand amd fight. He did gay, however, 
that three regiments of English cavalry 
had been scouring the district, that they 
moved quickly, striking here one day and 
far away the next, and that the Germans 
had not succeeded in bottling them up. 
Several of them had been captured, show- 
ing that two of the regiments were the 
Scots Greys and the King’s Own. 


Ready to Leave for Front. 

On the evening of Aug. 26, after a heart 
breaking delay of a day, we had obtained 
our horse and cart, also two bicycles, 
and were to leave early in the morning 
for the front. Dosch, one-of our party, 
decided to make his way back to Brussels, 
in order to get a magazine article ready 
for his next number, and was going to 
try to do the journey on foot. It was 
about forty-five miles to Brussels by road. 

At 7 o'clock we left Binche, two of us 
on bicycles, one walking, and two jog- 
ging peacefully along in the cart. The 
horse’s name was Bulotte, meaning “ fat 
girl,” alias Gray Gables,” in honor of 
her prominent hip bones. 

We struck off toward the French border, 
ten. miles away, hoping soon to catch up

AIX-LA-CHAPELLE, Germany, Sept. 


6—I have just returned from a visit to 
Liege under the re of the German 
general staff. Thergwere six correspond- 
we were the first newspaper men, German 
or foreign, who had been allowed to in- 
spect the captured forts. 

Liege is a fair city of 170,000, lying on 
both sides of the river Meuse. It is about 
twenty-five miles by road from this fron- 
tier town of Aix-la-Chapelle, or as the 
Germans say, Aachen. The country be- 
tween is fairly broken and wooded, rising 
in many places to hillocks several hun- 
dred feet high. The roads, of which there 
are several, follow the low ground. The 
Germans marched alongallofthem. The 
roads are scattered with small villages 


of one and two story houses of brick and 
plaster with tile roofs. 


Fire from Houses. 

fn attempting to resist the advance of 
the German troops from Aix-la-Chapelle 
to Liege, the unfortunate Belgians, in- 
stead of shooting from the hills and slopes 
under protection of the trees or concealed 
trenches,\shot from the windows of the 
littie houses in the villages through which 
the troops were passing. 

The act ‘of firing from a house converts 
it into a fortified place, subject to de- 
struction by cannon fire and flame. 80 
we saw many, many ruined homesteads 
in the twenty-five miles to Liege and one 
could not help reflecting that the ruined 
houses probably belonged to the boldest, 
most enterprising, and patriotic Belgians, 
while the houses which escaped destruc- 
tion belonged to the most cowardly. 

“ Cowardly,”’ I think, is not the word; 
“sensible,” perhaps, would be a better 
one, for it was evident that the Belgians 
might as well have attempted to resist 
the attraction of gravity as to have re- 
sisted. the German army. All those Amer- 
jeans who have been near enough to it to 
sense its discipline and will to win seem 
appalled by its seeming invincible power, 


Five Correspondents Met. 

We have run into Irving Cobb, James 
ODonnell Bennett, John McCutcheon, 
and a couple of other correspondents 
here, and they had the marvelous for- 
tune to see the entire army of the north 
on its march through Löwen. They 
have described the effect produced on 
them by the sight of this orderly Niagara 
of trained soldiers. But, in talking the 
matter over, they say they didn’t dare 
write down all they felt for fear of slop- 


ping over.” Bennett could only say: 
“It's impossible. There ain’t no such 
thing.” 


Liege is surrounded by twelve forte, 
most of them about five miles from the 
city. They were built in 1886 and 1890. 

I never realized before how essentiallya 
subterranean affair a modern fortis. And 
the more recent ones in the countries of 
Europe are still more underground than 
those at Liege. 

Bad Military Engineering. 

The first one that we visited was Pon- 
tisse, northwest of the city. In area it 
occupied a rough circle about 200 yards 
across. It was on the skyline at the top 
of a hill, which is bad engineering from 
It makes too 
good a target. A fort should be part way 
down a hill. Furthermore, the country 
should be cleared of all landmarks, such 
as trees, houses, and so on, in the imme- 
diate vicinity. 

The ideal fort would be indistinguish- 
able from the slopes in which it is hidden 
at a mile’s distance. The same vegeta- 
tion 2 cover its slopes, and in front 
of it the land would be bare of anything 
but grass, concealed trenches, and barbed 
wire entanglements for a distance of at 


The cannon would be of the disappear- 
ing type. They would de loaded and 
aimed under ground, then lifted by rapid 
motor machinery to the Hp of the earth 
for a second to fire, and the force of the 
recoil would be harnessed to throw them 
back beneath the face of the ground. 
The observers who watched the effect of 
the fire on the enemy would not be in the 
fort at all, but concealed in different 
places, perhaps at a distance of miles, 
and direct the fire by telephone. 


“Towers” of Observation. 

The forts at Liege had only one 
tower” of observation apiece. It rose 
above the surface some three feet. It was 
‘ircular, six feet acrossjand made of 
wrought iron. Its top wag rounded. An 
inch telescope penetrated iron sides, 
and the observer, of co rse, was sta- 
tioned inside. Unfortunately, for night 
use, the searchlight was also in the ob- 
servation tower, and so, when the German 
artillery at a distance of five miles hit 
this fron wart on the skyline, three feet 
by three feet by six feet, with a shell, it 
put out of use the only observatory. as to 
the effect of fire and the only searchlight 
the Belgians had. 

The iron turret tops were fourteen feet. 
across. The turrets revolved on ratchet- 
te@ tracks in a wall of concrete. When 
the German shells struck exactly at the

Alost is a city of about 35,000 population, located on the river Dender midway between Ghent and Brussels. 
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turret and its containing chamber and 
jam its revolving, the guns in the turret 
went out of commission. They could only 
turn as the turret turned. They were 
part of it, and thelr muzzles were ex- 
actly flush with its sloping iron surface. 
There is no reason to suppose that an 
impregnable fort can ever be devised, but 
the forts at Liege, which to my layman's 
eye seemed the dcme of scientific military 
achievement, succumbed to the huge Ger- 
man howitzers in a dozen shots aplece— 
at least that is the story. 
When the German troops tried to storm 
the forts on the first two days of the 
fighting they found that not even the best 
infantry can storm even mediocre forts. 
Then they waited for the big howitzers, 
and as soon as they got going the fight 
was over. 
The biggest Belgian guns were only half 
the size of the Germans’. 
Another blunder the Belgians made, it 
appears, was to have guns of three differ- 
ent calibers in their different barrels, re- 
quiring three different sizes of ammuni- 
tion—twenty-one centimeter, fifteen cen- 
timeter, and twelve centimeter—and con- 
sequent confusion. 
Another blunder, I fancy, though per- 
haps for a little country like Belgium it 
may have been unescapable, was that it 
bought its cannon from Krupp. Krupp 
workmen mounted them, and Krupp 
workmen undoubtedly brought a diagram 
of the whole business back to Germany 
and turned it into the general staff, where 
it was filed for future reference. 


Fort Like Mine. 

To return to the subterranean aspect of 
this old fashioned fort, it reminded me of 
being in a mine, where not a ray of day- 
light penetrated, with seven shafts jus: 
reaching the surface. At the top of each 
of these shafts are mounted a pair of big 
cannon, which are aimed and loaded by 
elaborate machinery. The passages un- 
derneath for the men and officers to mova 
from place to place are narrow arched 
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clefts of brick under ten to fifteen feet of 
earth. 

A few tunnels to the surface a foot 
square are supposed to ventilate these 
burrowings in peace, but in war they are 
closed by heavy iron hoods. 

It didn’t seem that any artillery five 
miles away could make even a skin wound 
on Fort Pontisse. But what man has done, 
man can undo, and, when the new de- 
structives._ arched across the beautiful 
green valley from the concealed positior 
on the opposite hills and fell upon Pon- 
tisse as unerringly as some boys break 
clay pipes with a twenty-two rifie in a 
shooting gallery, the tunnels jammed, the 
watch tower saw no more, and Pontisse 
lay blind with a broken sword before the 
conqueror. 


Menace of Wintei. 

It is horrible, but defeat is most horri- 
ble. When I traveled the road to Liege 
where the heel of the victor had trod and 
saw families of women sitting in the 
roofiess ruins of what had been their 
homes in the autumn sunshine, I won- 
dered where they could sit when the win- 
ter comes. 

I would like to see the whole world dis- 
arm, but, until the whole world does dis- 
arm, I believe that he who opposes a 
great navy for the United States is a 
criminal traitor to his country. If ever 
a professional army like the Germans or 
Japanese lands on our shores we shall be 
as helpless before them as so many fat, 
juicy capons. 

In these days of universal service, mod- 
ern weapons, and military organization 
the volunteer business is finished. The 
man with the squirrel gun behind the 
stone wall doesn’t count any more. 


Visit Fort Loncin. 

After Pontisse we were takem to visit 
Fort Loncin, on the west. The outer 
works of Loncin still remained. The outer 
works, like those of Pontisse, are earth- 
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about twenty feet deep and as wide; 
then the works, consisting of turrets, 
guns, underground passages, ammuni- 
tion chambers, and o on, which are the 
inner fort. 

The outer works of Lonein still re- 
mained: the inner fort had gone, and left 
in its place a crater of twisted cement 
and iron.

After going through the two forts and 
stopping briefly at three others, where 
the same story was clear—namely, the 
catastrophic power of the new 42 cmm.

Changes His Statement. 

The baron yesterday afternoon con- 
firmed the authenticity of the interview, 
which was published in the morning. 
Today Herr Haniel von Haimhausen, 
counselor of the German embassy, in- 
| formed Counselor Lansing of the state 
department that Baron Schoen denied the 
authenticity of the interview and brand- 
ed it as a newspaper fake. 

The Turkish ambassador refused to re- 
pudiate the interview which involved him 
in difficulties with the White House. 

In his interview he had said that the 
United states, im which lynchings are of 
frequent occurrence and which ie respon- 
sible for the water cures” given Fili- 
pino insurgents, should not get unduly 
excited over the possibility of maseacres 
in the Ottoman empire. He asserted that 
the sending of warships by the United 
States to Turkey in connection with the 
report of uprisings against Christians 
would lead to a serious situation. 


Turk Asked to Explain. 

The president directed the secretary of 
state to inform the ambassador that his 
statements were objectionable. 

The ambassador was asked if he cared 
to explain his position. He replied that 
he had not altered his views and that he 
had applied for a leave of absence with 
the intention of leaving for Conatant!- 
nople within a fortnight. He will not re- 
turn to Washington.

On the other hand, the offi- 
cials of the corporation ask that the city authoriti-s 
and public take into account the difficulties of the 
present situation and permit such extensions of time 
as may prove fair or necessary.

HOSPITAL SHIPS. 

URING the 1008 international con- 
gress on hygiene one of the most 
authoritative discussions was on 
the care and transportation of the 
wounded during and after action 

at sea. Among those taking part in the 
discussion were Dr. H. Hoffman, sur- 
geon general of the Austrian navy; Dr. 
F. Bartheleny, surgeon general of the 
French navy; Dr. A. C. J. Boernemann, 
surgeon general of the Danish navy, and 
Dr. C. F. Stokes, surgeon general of the 
United States navy. 

There was a general agreement that 
the surgeons on board a fighting ship 
could do little during a battle and not a 
great deal afterward. So far as imme- 
diate care was concerned, the most of 
that must be left to the sailors them- 
selves, and every sailor should have a 
training in first aid. 


— 

Every battleship should be accompa- 
nied by a hospital ship flying the Red 
Cross flag. Each division of a battie 
fieet should have a hospital ship capabie 
of taking care of 1,000 men. 

Immediately upon the cessation of fir- 
ing this ship should send to each fighting 
ship a proper allotment of medical re- 
serve officers. These should care for 
cases on the vessel to which they are 
assigned, sending appropriate cases to 
the hospital ship. 

For better handling of the wounded a 
splint stretcher is in use. To this a 
wounded man can be strapped, where- 
upon he can be passed up and down a 
ladder or otherwise moved without in- 
jury. 

Under certain circumstances the 
| wounded are transferred from the fight- 
ing ships to the hospital ships by means 
of this splint stretcher and a trolley sys- 
tem, worked somewhat like a breeches 
buoy. 


When a battle is — the sallors 
datbe and put on fresh underwear. First 
ald packages are distributed around the 
ship. The surgeons on board take posi- 
tion in various parts of the ship. The 
chief surgeon takes his station in the 
lazaretto. The hospital ships withdraw 
from the battle line and arrange their 
equipment for active service. 

At once upon the cessation of fighting 
the hospital ships steam to the ald of 
the warships. Each assignment puts 
off to its ship. If circumstances permit, 
trolleys are rigged. 

Some of the wounded are cared for on 


the warships and left there. Appropriate 


cases are removed by boats or trolley to 
the hospital ships. As soon as the cases 
on the fighting ship have been cared for 


THE LADY OBJECTS.

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THE POLICE AND DOGS. 

Chicago, Sept. 22.—[To the Friend of 
the People. I—I beg to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of the communicaticn from Mr. 
Karl Eitel, 540 Roscoe boulevard, con- 
cerning the number of persons bitten by 
stray dogs in Chicago. 

Realizing the great danger from dog 
bites, this department !a and has been 
doing everything in its power to compel 
owners to muzzle the canines and thus 
minimize the danger. We have at pres- 
ent in operation three automobile dog 
wagons, manned with a crew of three 
men to each vehicle. These crews scour 
the city daily, picking up every unmuz- 
zled dog which they can find. From 
Jan. 1, 1914, to Sept. 1, 1914, 7,661 un- 
muzzled dogs were impounded. Of this 
number 2,259 had bitten persons. 

Every member of the police depart- 
ment has strict orders to.ascertain the 
names and addresses of the owners of un- 
muzzled dogs which they see running 


at large and to summon such owners into 


court. This phase of the matter has 


caused the department corsiderable trou- 


ble because of the red tape involved. 
Some of the judges of the Municipal 
court insist that these suits be tried in 
the city hall. Others endeavor to assist 
this department by allowing summonses 


to be issued from the district station in 
the district in which the owner of the dog 
resides, while a few of the judges permit 
us to proceed against the owners by war- 
rant instead of by summons, The latter 
mode of procedure is, no doubt, the 
proper one, as by it we can get direct 
action with a minimum loss of time. A 
large percentage of the judges do not 
assess any fines in these cases, but warn 
he owners that they must keep their 
dogs muzzled: others inflict a fine. 

I appreciate the fact that an unmuz- 
trled dog, especially in hot weather, is of 
the greatest danger to the community, 
and the proper way to curb the evil, in 
my opinion, is by impressing upon the 
owners, through severe penalty, the ne- 
cessity of muzzling their dogs. The 
police department should be allowed to 
proceed against these owners by war- 
rant, and where it is proven that a dog 
was allowed to run at large unmuzzied a 
fine should be imposed in every case. 

I have this day again called the atten- 
tion of the members of this department 
to this matter and instructed them 
to enforce strictly the ordinance govern- 
ing the same.

Capt. John J. Halpin of the detective 
bureau had a “hunch” in connection 
with the search for the four automobile 
highwaymen who shot and seriously

The three men are known by Capt. Hal- 
pin to have been pale of Frank Parker, 
an alleged auto thief, recently brought 
back to Chicago from Buffalo, N. . 
Capt. Halpin says he “ had a hunch” 
that Parker's “ pals" pulled off the job. 
Detectives picked up Clarke and Hogan 
early in the morning at South California 
avenue and West Twelfth street. Corri- 
gan was arrested a short while later while 
he was eating breakfast In a lunch room 
within a stone's throw of the Chicago ave- 
nue station. 

A. B. Kirchoff, a director of the bank, 
Edward J. Volkel, a saloon keeper, and 
William Henderson, a barber, identified 
Corrigan as the man who drove the ma- 
chine in which the highwaymen ¢scaped. 
Capt. Halpin then took Clarke and 
Hogan to the Oak Park hospital where 
Joss, with a bullet wound in his right 
lung, pointed to Clarke as the man who 
shot him.

Will Blacklist Usurious 
Ones Along with Na- 
tional Offenders, 


GOLD POOL PLAN GIVEN. 


(BY A OTary CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.— [Special. 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo fol- 
lowed up his sengational charges that the 
banks of many sections are hoarding up 
their reserves to an unpatriotically high 
percentage,” with two additional state- 
ments today. He will issue his first list 
of usurious banks tomorrow. 
In one of today’s statements he gave 
the text of a telegram that he had sent 
to superintendents of banking in various 
states asking that they furnish the treas- 
ury department with a daily statement as 
to the cash reserves of the state banks 
so that these might be published along 
with the lists of national banks which 
are hoarding their reserves. 

It is by publishing this list and thus di- 
recting public attention to the bank- 
which are piling up reserves that the sec- 
retary hopes to ameliorate the existing 
stringency. 


President Wilson Backs McAdoo. 

President Wilson at his regular confer- 
ence with the newspaper correspondents 
this afternoon said! that Mr. McAdoo had 
read him the statement of yesterday be- 
fore it was made public and that he was 
convinced that Mr. McAdoo knew what he 
was talking about. 

In the telegram which Mr. McAdioo sent 
to the state superintendents of banking 
today he sald: 

“This department would like very 
much to have your codperation in its 
efforts to remedy these unsatisfactory 
conditions, and respectfully asks if it 
would not be possible for you to secure 
from all state banks and trust companies 
in your state statements which will show 
their cash reserves as of a recent date, 
the rates of interest which they are 
charging on existing loans, and the rates 
which they are demanding for new ac- 
com ations, and give this department 
the benefit of the information disclosed 
by these reports.” 


Details Gold Pool Plan. 

Detailed information concerning the 
gold pool of $100,000,000 which is to be 
formed to meet the international obliga- 
tions of United States banks was made 
public by the federal reserve board today. 
It was announced that the board has re- 
ceived assurances from banks in Chicago, 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, and St. 
Louis that they would subscribe the major 
part of the pool, provided that the banks 
of other cities pledge themselves to sub- 
scribe their proportionate share of the 
fund, 


SAYS M’ADOO IS EXCITED. 

Local bankers declared yesterday that 
the statement issued by Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo accusing nationai 
banks of hoarding their funds and charg- 
ing exorbitant rates of interest was not 
aimed at the Chicago banks. Local insti- 
tutions have loaned more money since the 
Buropean war than for a long time pre- 
vious, they say, and this despite the fact 
that they have received fewer deposits.

Low Price Magnet Draws 
from Hovel and Mansion 
on Opening Day. 


SPONSORS JUBILANT. 


Democracy and cosmopolitaniem in Chi- 
cago seldom assumed such an unusual 
and picturesque guise as yesterday at the 
opening of the first municipal market in 
the yard of the Goldsmith school just 
east of South Union avenue on Maxwell 
street. Housewives from ghetto hovels 
and west side mansions jostled elbows. 
Low price was the great magnet. 

The hundreds of marketers that 
jammed the yard of the abandoned school 
showed the interest aroused in the new 
enterprise and presaged the eventual suc- 
cess of the municipal market system. 
Prices, especially those of farm produce, 
were found to be from 20 to 50 per cent 
lower than in other parts of the city. 


Few Producers on Hand. 

Few producers were there, most of the 
space being taken by push cart venders. 
The reception which was given the few 
farmers that did appear at the market 
showed their popularity. The number of 
truck gardeners is expected to increase 
today. 

The larger number of housewives came 
from the west side district near the mar- 
ket. Some came from considerable dis- 
tances. Several women appeared in auto- 
mobiles. They booked around gingerly 
and then purchased a supply of vegeta- 
bles for their families. 

Democratic politeness was everywhere. 
The Russian vegetable vender whose 
name rhymed with Przemysi noticed that 
a young woman, not from the Maxwell 
street district, who was selling home 
made jelly, had not brought any lunch. 
With marked courtery he offered her a 
kosher corned beef sandwich. Two farm- 
ers who found good positions near the 
entrance made room on their space for 
a little old apple woman who might have 
been a character from Dickens. 

The introduction of home made jelly 
was a puzzie for many of the marketers 
of the district. Most of them had never 
geen any and did not know what it was. 
Some took it for wine.

ASKS STATE LAW 
ON MORONS T0 
REDUCE CRIME 


Poverty and Disease Could 
Be Curbed by Legislation 
Says Charities Ald, 


DEGRIES PRESENT SYSTEM 


“ The state can prevent much poverty. 
It can lessen crime. It can miminize suf- 
fering and disease. Poverty, like crime, 
grows in direct proportion to the freedom 
the state gives to feeble minded, subnor- 
mals, and morons.” 

These strong statements will appear in 
the next annual report of the United 
Charties, now in preparation, according 
to Mrs. Katharine M. Briggs, genera! dis- 
trict secretary of the organization, which 
is now caring for over 80,000 persons. 

Thousands of dollars which are now 
being spent in Chicago in an effort to re- 
lieve want and suffering, to discover 
crime and punish the criminal would be 
saved for other philanthropic efforts if 
there were an adequate state colony for 
feeble minded, said Mrs. Briggs yester- 
day. 


Lack of State Care. 

The lack of proper state care for mental 
defectives of the type of the boys con- 
tinually charged in the courts with serious 
crimes adds greatly to the work of the 
United Charities and to the amount need- 
ed to curb poverty in Chicago, according 
to Mrs. Briggs. 

Mrs. Briggs pleads for a state farm for 
defectives on the order of the state farm 
for epileptics. She asserts that the state 
school for children at Lincoln and the 
school for girls at Geneva are inadequate 
to cope with the problem of mental defec- 
tiveness. 

“Girls who are feeble minded may be 
sent to the Lincoln school by their guar- 


compelling them to remain there, said 
Mrs. Briggs. 


Calls State at Fault. 

„% How can the United Charties or any 
other organization or group of organiza- 
tions control or curb poverty effectively 
when the state itself encourages the 
breeding of the weak minded? 

“Of 245 defendants in the Boys’ court 
examined in the psychopathic laboratory, 
207 were morons. This is a startling 
figure. These will soon be permitted to 
marry: Their offspring, it is safe to say, 
will largely be applicants for charity, 
criminals, or moral degenerates. 

„Last year we found in 449 of our fam- 
flies moral deficiency; in 256 of them sub- 
normallity, in 281 of them insanity.

TRUSTEES DINED 
ON LYDON YACHT? 


Clark Assails Drainage Col- 


leagues After Opposing 


Boost in Dredging 
Estimates. 


SEES CONTRACT LAXITY. 


Dumping of Sand Into Harbor 
Instead of Off Shore Also 
Charged at Stormy 
Session. 


A shabby individual of the court fan 
type, who habitually carries an umbrella 
and who several months ago made the 
discovery that a meeting of the sanitary 
district holds greater potential thrill than 
the tensest of murder trials, took his ac- 
customed seat in the board room yester- 
day when the trustees went into session. 

For the first half of the meeting the 
proceedings were so tranquil he drapped 
off to sleep. He awoke, however, when 
John F. O'Neill. marshal of the sanitary 
district and acting as sergeant at arms, 
had convoyed him as far as the door, 
sent him on his way toward a lodging 
house or other place of slumber. 

A moment later the storm broke. 

First of all Trustee Clark, who with 
Trustee Paullin forme the trouble 
squad,” had a spat with President Smyth 
assisted by the gavel and the rest of the 
board. Clark wanted to submit a mo- 
tion. The nature of the motion was lost 
track of in the subsequent excitement. 


Smyth Says “Sit Down.” 

“Bit down!” commanded President 
Smyth. You're out of order.” 

“I don’t care what the chair decides!”

M. Wisner, chief engineer of the board, 
had been read tn connection with the mat- 
ter. It was to the letter the minority 
objected. 


First Estimate $65,100. 

“The original estimate of the Great 
Lakes Dredge and Dock company on that 
contract was $65,100," said Paullin. “As 
the company has revised it, the amount 
necessary for the completion of the task 
is $162,811. I take it from the chief engi- 
neer’s letter that there will be more re- 
visions; that the company will have the 
contract for the dredging of the north 
shore channel so long as this board ex- 
ists, and that there is a movement on 
foot to let the company get from under 
on its contract penalty.” 

Trustee Sullivan suggested that the m- 
vestigating committee appointed by the 
board last winter would protect the 
board's interests. 

And as for the last contract,“ he sald, 
“it was made by the last board in 1912, 
when I was in the minority and had noth- 
ing to do but sit around and listen to the 
cuckoos.” 


Would Put End to Committee. 

“I do not think this board should be 
influenced by any communication from its 
chief engineer affecting the interests of 
the Great Lakes Dredge and Dock com- 
pany,” put in Clark. I also ask that 
the investigating committee be dis- 
charged. Chairman Sullivan has called 
no meeting since last February, and since 
then we have been making large pay- 
ments to the company. Another reason 
for discharging the committee is that 
some of its members spent their vacations 
on the private yacht of William Lydon, 
president of the company.” 

The voucher authorizing payment of 
more than $8,000 to Lydon’s concern for 
dredging done between July 21 and Aug. 
21, 1914, was passed over the heads of 
the minority. 

Trustees Clark and Paullin wanted to 
hold up the money because of their dis- 
covery last winter that the channel was 
being refilled by the company’s scows, 
which dumped sand tnto the harbor in- 
stead of into the lake eight miles out, 
while dredges were pumping up the bot- 
tom.

Mother love and mother care are th 
best cure for juvenile delinquency and 
therefore a powerful preventive of crime, 

trot. Kobert H. Gault of Northwestern 
university, editor of the Journal of Crim 
inal Law and Criminology, yesterday pre 
sented this conclusion to the council comm 
mittee on crime, for which he has been 
investigating for several month. His 
nding was an indorsement of the opera 
tion of the mothers’ pension act. 

This inquiry,” he said, how thate 
juvenile deiinquency is checked or made 
to disappear in those homes, otherwise 
fit, where the family is enabled to sup- 
port itself without its being necessary for 
the mother to be away. from her children 
at work all day.“ 

“If the mother’s pension operates te 
check delinquency,” asked Morgan L. 
Davies, counsel for the comm'*tee, 
“would you say it operates to prevent 
crime? ’*’ 


Checks Wayward Child. 

Most certainly," was the answer, a@ 
it checks in the child the wayward tend 
ency that in the man becomes the crim- 
inal Instinct.” 

Prof. Gault's report, for the main part, 
was a statement of the progress made 
with hi stask, but he outlined an inquiry 
so broad in its scope that members of the 
committee were convinced !t would be one 
of the most thorough official inquiries 
ever conducted in the United States. 

“ A study of the relation between pow 
erty and juvenile delinquency,” he said 
“is well under way. Several investiga- 
tions in other cities point to the close 
relationship between juvenile delinquency 
and dependency. Our problem in this sec- 
tion of our investigation ie to discover 
the effect of the mother’s pension and 
the supervision that it presupposes upon 
juvenile delinquency in the homes. 


Compare 100 Families. 

“To this end we have selected a group 
of 100 families that have come under the 
benefit of the mother’s pension law and 
are comparing it with a group of 100 fami- 
lies that would be eligible to the pension 
but who are sporadically reMeved of their 
necessities only by the county agent. 

“ Excepting for the pension and the gu- 
pervision of the officers of the ‘ funds te 
parents’ department of the juvenile pro- 
bation office the two groupgarealike. On 
the whole there is the same number of 
children in ea family. there is the same eco- 
nomic status in one as in the other, and 
they live in the same neighborhood.” 

A tabulation of data on the families 
benefiting from pensions showed theses 
facts: 85 

“ Ninety-seven of the families could not 
have got along decently without the pen- 
sions. 

“ Thirty-eight of the families are better 
off now than they were during the fa- 
ther’s lifetime. 

“In seventy-four of the families im- 
provements are noticeable, due to the pro- 
bation officers’ supervision. 


Delinquency Cut Down. 

“ There was delinquency in eleven of the 
families when the pensions were granted. 
There is delinquency in elght families 
now, but the detailed results will show 
that much of the delinquency now in 
those families is due to children and other 
relatives above the age of 14 who have 
returned to the home subsequent to the 
granting of the pension and to whom the 
pension and supervision of the officers do 
not apply.” 

Recommendations which Prof. Gault 
will give the committee later are to con- 
tain suggestions for the establishment of 
an asylum of some sort to which persons 
on the borderland of insanity may be sent. 
Such persone are now either sent to the 
house of correction or discharged by the 
court and are considered too great @ 
menace to be allowed the freedom of the 
streets. It is contended they should not 
be sent to jail when the misdemeanor is 
due to mental deficiency. 

Mrs. Britton Make Report. 

Mrs. Gertrude Howe Britton of the 
board of education believes England and 
Scotland can show Chicago a few things 
in crime prevention through the care of 
children with mental defects. 

Mre. Britton made her report on the 
study of vice conditions for which she was 
sent abroad by the board of education to 
the committee on school management 
during the day. 

The trip abroad convinced Mrs. Britton, 
according to the report, that the Chicags 
achools must recognize the following four 
things: 

A large percentage of social misfits 
have previously been recognized as mis- 
ats during their school life. 

Because the school is the most Influ- 
ential factor in character formation, the 
social failures are essentially a vital 
school problem. : 

While the school misfits are usually rec- 
ognized by those in intimate contact with 
them, the facilities for determining in 
each individual case the exact condition 
and the proper treatment of the sameare 
far from adequate. 


Laws in Other Nations. 

Other countries, particularly England, 
have found it not only advisable but es 
sential that the school authorities be is 
possession of as exact data as possibic . 
concerning the physical and mental abil 
ity of every child. 

“It may not be necessary to 
our laws,” reads the report, but at 
a careful analysia of the present laws 
should be made so that we might be able 
to better see the possibilities.

| GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. 


The leading cereal crops of the world are all 
short of last year, according to the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture at Rome. The 
leading wheat producing countries outside of 
Argentina, Germany, and Australia are esti- 
mated to have a crop of 2,604,000,000 bu or 7.2 
per cent less than a year ago.
